The Examiner considered claim 11 to be generic and required election of a single 
disclosed species of coding sequence selected from L-galaciose dehydrogenase (LGDH), L- 
galactono-K4-lactone dehydrogenase (AGD), D-arabinose dehydrogenase (ARA), D-arabinono- 
1,4-iacione oxidase (ALO), or L-gulono-M-lactone oxidase (RGLO). Applicants elect D- 
arabinono- 1 ,4-laclone oxidase (ALO). 

The Examiner considered claim 24 to be generic and required election of a single second 
disclosed species of coding sequence selected from LGDH, AGD, ARA, ALO, or RGLO. 
Applicants elect L-galactose dehydrogenase (LGDH). 

The Examiner considered claim 35 to be generic and required election to ARA, AGD, 
ALO, AGD plus LGDH, ALO plus LGDH, or ARA plus ALO, Applicants, above, did not select 
Group IV, claim 35, in response to the restriction requirement and request to defer election until 
such time as claim 35 will be examined by ihe USPTO.
